AND MILLS SAYS HE WILL FIGHT IT. 


The Provisions of the Bill Briefly Oatlined 
The Probability of its Passage— 
News in the House. 


WasnixGa ton, Febraary 15.—{Special.}—The 
appropriations committee this morning de- 
cided, by a vote of 10 to 4, to report back tlie 
Cowles tobacco bill with amendments to in- 
clude a repeal of the tax on cigars, cigarettes 
and cheroots. Those voting in favor the bill 
were Randall, Clements, Campbell, Gay, Can- 
non, Ryan, Butterworth, Long, McCombs and 
Henderson. Those voting against it were 
Forney, Foran, Sayers and Rice. Mr. Forney 
will report the Cowles bill, as it Stands as a 
substitute for the report of the committce. 

Mr. Randall asked unanimous consent to re- 
pert the bill to the house this afternoon, but 
Mr. Mills obiected, and the report goes over 
unt) The ways and means coin- 
mitteee will probably atsg report. to- 
morrow. Mr. Mills. gi he will = fight 
the bill reported fio n the appropriations coin- 
mittee, However, seventy democrats have 
pledged themscives to support the Randall 
bill, whichis the one reported by the appro- 
priations committee, anp there will he a great 
effort made torush it through. It is going to 
be a bitter battle, and either the ways and 
means committee or their democratic appo- 
nents led by Mr. Randali must go down in de- 
feat. The ways and means men will have the 
speaker on their side, 

A MINORITY REPORT. 

Mr. Sayers, of Texas, said he intended to 
prepare @ minority report for presentation to 
the house. Ife said: ‘1 am opposed to reduc- 
ing the surplus by taking off the tax on ci- 
gars, cheeroots and cigaietie3; until we have 
first reduced the customs duties on the neces- 
earies of life. I believe that the people ought 
to have a reduction of du@ies on the necessaries 
of life, such as salt, lumber, — cotton 
lies, cotton bagging, farming imp!ements, 
and clothing. I believe that cigars and 
cheroots are luxuries, that the masses of the 
pe ople have no interest in them and that sach 
things ought to bear a heavy tax, so as to re- 
lieve the necessaries of life from taxation so 
far as may he nari a As there appears to 
be some difference of cpinion as to the meas- 
ure of privilege which the revenue bill will 
possess, Which may later bring on

between the ways and ineans and appropria- 
tio: sc mmiities, it might be well to state the 
position of the last named committee on thie 
matter While it does not contend that any 
comunittee other thanedlat on ways and meins 
is privileged to report a revenue bill at any 
time, it holds that under the rules when a bill 
ds once reporced and placed on the calendar, it 
will itself Le privileged and that motion may 
at any time be made to go into com- 
mittee of the whole to consider revenue 
bills. To sueceed in getting at the tobacco 
bill it would be necessary for the house to lay 
aside any revenue bill preceding it on the cal- 
endar, and if the ways and means committee 
should anticipate the report of the committee 
oe appropriations by reporting ancther tariff 
Dili.

THE SHAPE OF THE BILL. 


Formal action on the bill was to strike out 
sect ous 1, 2, 3 and 4. and to substitute sections 
land’ of Mr. Randall’s tariff bill, introduced 
last session, and also to strike out sections 6, %, 
10,11, l2 and 16 of the Cowles bill. In the 
shape in which it will be reported, the bill 
provides that after July Ist , all laws now 
in force, whereby farmers and producers of 
tobacco are restricted in the sale and dispoii- 
tion of sameand al! laws relating to internal 
revenue taxes on manufactured tobacco, snuff, 
Cigars, cheroots and cigarettes, and special 
taxes required by law to be paid by the mann- 
faciurers of and dealers in leaf tobacco, retail 
dealers in leaf tobaceo, dealers in manufie 
tured tobacco, peddlers of tobacco, snuff and. 
cigars, and manufacturers of: snuff and cigars 
Blhail be replealed. Itis provided also thata 

DRAWBACK EQUAL TO THE TAX 
shall be paid on unbroken factory packages in 
the hands of manufacturers and dealers when 
the law takes elfect, and the redemption at a 
pro rata valuation of spec’al tax stamps. 

The second section provides that all internal 
revenue laws limiting, restricting or regula- 
ting the manufacture, sale or. exportation of 
tobacco, snuff, cigars cheroots and cigarettes 
shall be repealed on July Ist, next, but that 
no drawback shail be allowed upon sueh ar- 
ticles entered for export on or after that date. 
A proviso declares that all laws now in force 
shall remain and have fall force and effect in 
respect to all offenses committed or liabilities 
incurred, or rights accru‘ng or accrued prior to 
the date when the repeal of taxes shall take 
elfect. 

PUNISHMENT FOR VIOLATIONS. 

Another section provides for the abolition of 
Minimun punishment wherever proscribed for 
violations of the internal revenue laws, with 
leave for the court to impose any fine or pun- 
ishinent within the maximum. It also pro- 
vided that warrants for arrests shall be return- 
able before a competent judicial officer nearest 
the place of arrest, who shall have exclusive 
authority to ane preliminary examination, 
bail, discharge, or commit the prisoner (ex- 
cepting the iifdian territory.) 

United States courts ave alsogiven anthority 
to appoint commissioners wherever necessary, 

The remaining sections forbid the destruc- 
tion or mutilation of seized distilling ap- 
paratus, and authorizes the United St: tes 
judges to make proper orders for the comfort 
of persons whose life or health is endangered 
by close confinement,

Wasmincton, February 15.—The senate 
proceedings were devoid of general interest. 
Among the bills passed was one auchorizing 
the presideut to place General Wiliiam 5. 
Roseerans on the retired list as brigadier-gen- 
eral of the regular army. The calendar was 
cleared of individual pension bills, all of them 

in number, being passed in twelve minutes. 

Consideration of the Texas outrage resolu- 
tion was resumed at 2:25, aud Mr. Coke pro- 
eceded with his argument against the anppro- 
priation.

The Report of the Committee. 

WASHINGTON, February 15.—The report of 
the committee on ways and means upon the 
senate amendments raises the constitutional 
point that the bill as it came from the senate is a 
violation of the provisions of the constitution 
allowing the house of representatives power 
tooriginate revenue bills. Therefore, the ac- 
companying resclution directs the return of 
the billto the senate. The remainder of the 
report is devoied to an explanation of the 
points of difference between the senate and 
house bills, and argument intended to prove 
that the senate bill isin no sense a proper 
amendmeat of the house bill. 

The committee at its meeting this morning 
practically decided to report a bill, making an 
estimated reduction in revenues of about 
70,000,000, 

WHAT THE REPORT SAYS. 

The report of the ways and means commit- 
tee on the senate substitute for Mills’s tariff 
bill opens with the statemeut that the senate 
commitee reported back the house bill with 
the recommendation that all after the enact- 
ing clause be stricken out and an entirely new 
bill be substituted. It goes on to recount that 
the house bill was never read in the senate,ex- 
cept by the title; that the original bill coutained 
sixty-seven pages and the senate substituted 
170 pages; that the house bill embraces certain 
specilied items of revenue, while the substi- 
tute proposesan original revision of the entire 
revenue system and ‘that thesenate informed 
the house that it had passed the house bill with 
an amendment, notwithstanding the fact that 
only the title and enacting clause remained 
intact. The repert continues: 

Tiis brief brings us face to face with a most im- 
portant consiitutinnal question. The first elause of 
the seventh section of the constitution provides that 
ali bills for raising revenue sliall originate in the 
house of repre:entatlives, bui the senate may pro- 
pose or concur with amendments ason other bills, 

Ifere follows a historical review of the 
events which Jed up to the adoption of the 
provision requiring revenue bills to originate 
in the house and the citation of different occa- 
sions (as in the case when the senate amended 
the house bill to repeal the tea and coffee tax 
by substituting a general tariff bill,) when the 
house succésstully maintained its Constitu- 
tional right. 

‘The cominittee says it may 
sumed that a substitute, such as the senate 
proposed is not an amendment in the constitu- 
tional sense, and therefore reports a resoiution 
directing its return to the senate. Continuing, 
the report says: 

The tinance committee of the senate very prop- 
erly characterizes the difference between the house 
and senate bills as fundamental. The house bill was 
framed upon the principle that taxes are burdens 
borne by the people for the necessary support of the 
government; that they should at all times be limited 
by the just requffements of an honest and efficient 
administration, thatin selecting arlicles uponw hich 
duties are 10 be im} osed, and fixing the rate which 
each is to bear, régird should always be had to the 
pecuniary ability of the consumer; that luxuries 
and articies consumed by the wealthy should beura 
h'gher rate of duty than the necessaries of life, which 
areiconsumed by the poorer people; that when 
the existing rates of taxation bring the 
public treasury more revenue than is required 
for an eliicient administration, rates should be re- 
duced, burdens lightened and obstructions to com- 
merce and interference with business and the 
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which

The principle upon whichthe sgnate 
substitute is framed is that duties are levied prima 
rily to raise revenue for ceriain favored classes of 
citizens, and incidentaliy for reyenue for the 
government; that in imposing duties congress 
shi yul i select such articles as will bring the largest 
revenue to favored classes, while they “bri ng to “the 
government the ami unt requ ired for annual 
expenditures; that when existing rates are bringing 
surpfus revenue to the government the excess 
should first be expended and new chaanels of ap- 
propriations should be found and the reduction 
postponed as | long as possible, and when it must be 
made it should we made on those articles that bring 
the leastamount of revenue tothe pockets of the 
favored classes aud at the same time make the 
largest reduction in the surplus revenue of the gov- 
erument. It is ior this reason, says the report, that 
the senate hasr educed the duties on sugir, as it 
asserts, $27,759,783, and it argues that nine-tenths of 
tls “on gocs into the treasury and the remainder 
into the pockets ofthe suvar owners. In the case 
of w ne cutton, iron aud steel, it is argued that the 
tuxes brings to the 4 tah nent $62,000,000 and to

“They no longer contend, as in former years, that 
congress in laying duties should discriminate in 
the home producer toan extent sufficient 
to cover the difference in the cost of production, 
but they now demand that the tex shall be so 
high as to probibit the importation of 1toPeign goods 
in order that the home market shall be kept for 
home producers, where they may combine and sell 
to the home consumer at prices as high as traffic 
will bear.

THE OPERATION OF THE TARIFF. 
Thereport then adduces figuresand statistics 
of the ~ ration of the tariff law in past years 
tomeet the senate’s contention, and declares 
that ag years which showed decreasing im- 
portations were among the darkest in our 
industrial history. It is contended that re- 
duced duties mean larger exportations and 
that increased importations mean increased 
prosperity; that ninety per cent of the 
consumed in the U nited States are prodt uced 
at ae lower Tate than in foreign countries, 
Which is sufticient answer to the scarecrow 
that tres importations would result in ruining 
our industries and labor. It is said that a re- 
duction in rates will increase the importation 
of articles now imported considerably less than 
five per cent of consumption, but it would not 
bring to this country any ofthe articles now 
produced at home, because they can be and are

ARGUMENT FOR REFORM, 

Manufacturers favor high duties, because 
they enable them to combine upon prices far 
in @yeess of ordinary protits. The lowering of 
duties will not increase the importation of any 
articles which we manufacture at home. But 
it will lower the price of these to the consumer. 
It will increase the importation of certain 
kinds ofraw material or partially manufac- 
tured materials of such manufactured articles 
as can not be produced here.

The remainder of the report is devoted toan 
analysis of the senate bill and an indication of 
the points of difference between it and the 
house bill, made, apparently, from fivures fur- 
nished by treasury experts. 

THE M’MILLIN TARIFF BILL. 

After reading the report on the senate 
bill submitted this 
took up for consideration the bill which was 
offered by Mr. McMillin, of Tennessee. The 
bill is) substantially the same asthe Mills bill 
with the exception that the cotton and chemi- 
cal schedules of the latter bill are struck out 
as is also the iron schedule with the exception 
the of provisions relating to pig iron, railroad 
ties, Structural iron and tin plate. 

The free list in the McMillin bill is most 
identical with that of the Mills bill. It does 
not include molasses, lace;s. for hats and 
sponges, which were perhaps the principal 
articles placed in the free list by the senate 
finance committee, and one or two articles 
which were on the free list in the senate bill, 
and were not included in the free list of the 
Mills bill are added to the free list of the latter, 
but it is said by members of the majority of 
the committee that there are only a very few 
articles on the senate bill free list not on the 
free list of the Mills bill. 

Other House Proceedings, 

‘fr. McCreary, of Kentucky, from the com- 
mittee on foreign affairs, reported back the 
senate bill appropriating $250,000 to enable 
the president to protect the interest of the 
United States in Panama. 

TEMPORARILY LAID ASIDE. | 

The question being on ordering the bill toa 
third reading, Mr. Kilgore, of Texas, raised a 
point of no quorum. 

The yeas and nays were ordered, but pend- 
ing roll call, the hour of 12:45 arrived and the 
matter was laid aside temporarily to enable 
the house, under special order, to consider the 
resolution instructing the house conferees on 
th@ territorial bill as to the method they 
should pursue in arriving at an agreement. 
The pending motion was that to table the mo- 
tion to reconsider the vote by which the house 
agreed to that portion of the resolution direct- 
ing the conferees to so amend as to provide for 
the admission of south Dakota, under the 
Sioux falls constitution by proclamation of the 
president without a new vote being taken on 
the question of division. 

The motion to reconsider was tabled—Yeas 
144, nays 109. That portion of the resolution 
instructing the conierees to provide for the 
admission of North Dakota, Montana and

A LIFE FULL _OF LABOR AND LOVE. 


Services in the Pulpit and on ths Press— 
The Origin ef Vanderbitt Univer- 
sity—The Burial Services. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., February 15.—[Special.] 
Bishop -MecTyeire died this morning after a 
long and painful illness. Notonlyas the most 
prominent figure in the southern Methodist 
church, but as a man, as a preacher, asa 
scholar, as an eloquent, polished, Christian 
gentleman, his death will cause universal sor- 
row. 

Holland Minmons McTyeire was born in 
1825, and joined the church in 1837, at Cokes- 
bury School, S.C. He began to preach in 
1845, when he joined the Virginia confer- 
ence. In May, 1546, the first general conference 
of the chureh south was held in Petersburg 
aud McTyeire was sent to Mobile, Ala. In 
Mobile he met the lady who became his wife, 
a cousin of the la.y whom Commodore Van- 
derbilt afterwards married, and this was the 
first link in the chain of causes that gave 
origin .to the great Vanderbilt university. He 
was situated at Demopolis, Ala., Columbus, 
Miss., and then at New Orleans, where he 
built the Felicity church and founded the New 
Orleans Christian Advocate in 1851. In 1858 
he became editor of the Nashville Christian 
Advocate, an ud remained in this position till 
February, 1862, when he left the city and 
didn’t return until 1867. While within the 
line of the confederacy in 1863, he took charge 
of the church at Montgomery, Ala. In 1866 
he went to the general conference at New 
Orleans as a delegate from the Montgomery 
conference, and was there, in April, 1I866— 
elected bishop, together with three others, 
Weightman, Marvin and Doggett. Since his 
election as bishop he has presided in each of 
the thirty-seven conferences of the church. 
Ife was the author of the resolution, which he 
introduced in 1866, for the admission of lay 
delegates, and jlay delegates took their seats in 
the ceneral econferenee in 1870 for the tirst 
time. 

In addition to his seven years’ editorial ex- 
perience in New Orleans, and three years in 
Nashville, Bishop MeTyeire has led a busy 
life otherwise, his latest and greatest work 
being completed in 15854, his ‘‘History of Meth- 
odism,’’ octavo, 685 pages. This is a history 
of Methodism from a southern point of view, 
not a history of southern Methodism. In 
March, 1875, Commodore Cornelius Vander- 
bilt, of New York, made a donation of 3500,- 
000 for founding Vanderbilt university at 
Nashville, mi vking it a condition of the dona- 
erp that Bishop McT yeire should be president 

f the board of trustees for life, with a veto 
pane: 

Bishop McTyeire married in Mobile, Ala., 
November , 1547, Miss’ Amelia Townsend, a 
native of that city, born in 1525, the 
‘daug ohter of Major John W. Townsend, the 
founder and for m: uly years editor of the 
Mobile Register and postmaster of Mobile, 
under Presidents Van Buren and Polk. Mrs. 
MciTyere’s mother was Jane independence 
Everett, She died in Bishop McTyeire’s}house 
in Nasliville in 1876, at the age of sixty-six. 
By his marriage with this lady, Bishop 
MecTyeire has had eight children, six of them 
still live. 

The venerable bishop’s last words, which 
were uttered shortly after 8 o’clock, were 
‘*‘Peace! Peace!’’ He then sank rapidly, 
and at 8:52a. m.hedied. He was conscious 
until within a few moments of his death. 
Bishop MeTyere had been sick since last sum- 
mer. He was taken with chronic malaria! 
poison, which resulted in prostration olf the 
nerve centers and digestive organs. 

Not long ago his liver showed signs of disease. 
Iie was better for the last three days, but last 
night a hemorrhage of the stomach set in, 
rapidly prostrating him. 

Hie will be buried in the plat with _— Dp 
Soule L. McKendree. The burial ill 
take place Sunday morning at 10 o’e al kk. 
Only the burial service of the church will be 
read at the grave by Bishop Keener, of New 
Orleans, if he arrives. His death was 
painless, and he passed away like 
a child going to sleep. There were 
present in the reom several physicians, high 
officers in the Methodist church, and all the 
members of his family except his son John, 
who is in New Orleans. It is understood that 
Judge E. H. East will have charge of the 
university’s affairs until a successor to the late 
bishop is ‘appeluted, 

in the senate, Mr. Sparks offered a resolu- 
tion of condolence this morning with appro- 
priate remarks. Senator Moody spoke feel- 
ingly. Tennessee should feel proud of Bishop 
Mec'lyeire for the great good he had accom- 
plished. 

The church and state both miss him. Sen- 
ator Burns said that he regretted the death of 
Bishop McTyeire. Though they differed in 
their ideas of religion, he could see and appre- 
ciate in the deceased bishop the qualities of a 
kind, a good and a great man, whose death 
will be mourned by thousands.

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THE LEP?ORT ON SAMOA 
In the German Keichstag—Count Herbert 
bismarck’s Instructions. 

sERLIN, February 15.—In the reichstag ft- 
day a white book in reference to Samoa mat 
ter was introduced. It comprises forty-four 
documents, extending from December 8, 1886, 
to February 5, 1889. Among the documents 
relating to recent events isthe report of the 
German consul at Apia, dated February &4, 
1855. It describes the endeavors of mie ricans 
and Englishmen to provoke ¢: mtlict A dia- 
patch dated Se tenet r, 1888, deals “with the 
revolt of Maatafaand thesupport given te 
him by Captain Leary, United States navy. 
After an account of the attack upon the 
Germans on December 18, comes a serena 
from Count Herbert Bismarck , dated January 
1, 1559, to the German ministers at Washing- 
ton and London, directing them to inform 
Secretary Bay ard and Lord. Sali sbury respect- 
ing the attack, and ordering the -minister at 
Washington to complain to the United States 
government that an American, Klein, was 
very prominent inthe fighting. The minis- 
ters were further instructed to declare that 
Germay adhered to her treaties and would re- 
spect the rights founded thereon, and they 
were to appeal to both governments to co-ope- 
rate actively with Germany and re-establish 
tranquility. On January 8th, Count Herbert 
Bismarck telegraphed the German consul at 
Apia that on account of an agreement with the 
U nited States and Great Britain, the aunexa- 
tion of Samoa by Germany was out of the 
question, 

- THE DISPATCHES SENT. 

The dispatch sent to the German embassies 
at London and Washington on January 13th 
States that the object of the military measures 
against Maatafa and his partisans was to pan- 
ish the murderers of the German soldiers and 
to secure German subjects’ possession of their 
property. The docuthent dated February 2, 
which was sent by Count Herbert Bismarck to 
Admiral! Baron Vv ou der Cottz, chief of the 
German admiralty, says: 

Germany is not at war with Samoa, as the term 
is understood by the international law, but she 
regards Tamasee as the rightful ruler and Maatafa 
as a rebel, against wnom and his followers retaliae 
tion must be enforced. Anyone standing by them 
is & promoter of the conflict between them and the 
Germans, and must take the consequences 

REPORT FROM THE GERMAN CONSUL. 

Cotint Herbert concludes by declaring that 
nothing is changed in the legal position of for- 
eign subjects in Sanioa. The white book ends 
with a long report from the German consul at 
Apia. The report is dated, January 4th, and 
has thirteen appendices, dating with events 
from December 4th, 1888. These record that 
on December 19th Maatafa, in an humble let- 
ter, a to open negotiations with the con- 
sul, but Dr. Knapp reported that the Ameri- 
can commander of Apia was stirring the 
natives against the Germans. On December 
ij7th Consul Blackleck complained that 
drunken sailors from the German man-of-war 
Olga had committed outrages in Apia, enter- 
ing houses and wounding men and women.

In June, 
is55, Prince Bismarck fnotified Dr. Knapp 
that reprisals were necessary, but — such as 
were consonant with the treaties with England 
and America. The chancellor said because 
Maatafa assaulted Tamasee, we shall inter- 
fere only by succoring Tamasee. Prince 
Bismarck charged Dr. Knapp to entreat other 
foreign consuls to combiite in order to restore 
peace. 
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President Carnot Aske Monsieur Meline ta 
Form a Cabinet, 

Paris, February 15.—Opportunist and mod- 
erate journals, commenttng on the vote in the 
chamber of deputies yesterday ou a motion to 
indefinitely postpone the debate on the bill for 
a revision of the constitution, sag thata carte 
bianche hasbeen given President Carnot to 
exercise perfect liberty in the construction of 
the new cabinet and to form one according to 
his own choice. The radical papers assert 
that, after M. Floquet’s overthrow by the op 
portunists, no republican concentration is pos- 
sible. Conservative and Boulangist organs 
claim that the dissolution of the chamber of 
deputies is now more than ever necessary. 
The chamber, they say, can no longer be re- 
lied upon. 

President Carnot has decided to ask M, 
Meline to form a cabinct, with Floquet as 
president of the chamber. It is doubtful 
whether Meline will assent. 

Ata meeting of the extreme left; at which 
Clemenceau presided, a committee was ap- 
pointed to prepare a manifesto in reply to 
Boulanger’s address of yesterday to the 
electors of the department of the Seine. The 
committee drafted a manifesto in which the 
opportunists were denounced as the authors of 
the downfall of the cabinet. 

Melire paid a voluntary visit to President 
Carnot late this evening, and expressed his 
Willingness to form a cabinet. 

Does Not Want to Make a Cabinet. 

Panis, February 15.--Mr. Meline is strongly 
averse to forming a cabinet. He pleads ill- 
health and lack of auihority as the reasons for 
declining the task. He advises the formation 
of a composite cabinet, including Floquet, 
Clemenceau, Rouvier, Lockrey, Florens and 
Waldeck-Rosseau. Felix Pyat places the 
whole trouble to the credit of Ferry. He says 
that Floquet was half dupe, half accomplice, 
and played into Ferry’s hands. 

Floquet May Get Back. 

Paris, February 15.—The deputies of thea 
radical left are trying to procure the return of 
Floquet to office. The Temps recommends the 
formation of a cabinet which shall be entrusted 
only with measuies for the development of 
industries, and the protection of public order. 
The bourse today opened steady and closed 
strong on the rumor that M. Leon Say would 
become minister of finance.

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PARNELL'S AUTOGRAPHS. 
COMPARED BEFORE THE COMMIS- 
SION IN LUNDON. 


Testimony of an Employee of the Times, 
Who Procunred the Alleged Parvell Let- 
terse The Testimony of Witnesses. 

Loxpos, February 15.—Mr. Parneil was 
present at today's session of the Parnell com- 
mission. Mr. Soames, solicitor for the Times, 
was farther cross-examined. He offered in 
evidence a schedule of all signatures of Mr, 
Parnell that he pOsse 53 dq He said Mr. Par- 
be.i & Writing var ed consideralis, and he pro- 
duced aletter in which Mr. Parneli’s name 
Wag Written in stx different ways. 

Presiding Justice Hannen ordered that the 
jetter be photographed. 

Continuing, witness denied that he had 
heard that Pigott and the league clerk he in- 
terviewed in Ireland had a grievance against 
Mr. Paruell. Pigott, he said, had made the 
statutory declaration that Solicitor Lewis had 
offered him one thousand pounds if he would 
swear that he had forged the iette7s said to 
have been written by Parnell. The Times 
paid Pigott only forty or fifty pounds, Wit- 
ness had Pigott watched and traced him into 
the company of Labouchere. He paid Hous- 
ton, seeretary of the Irish Loyal and Patriotic 
union, altogether three thousand pounds. 

WANTED THE GOODS TESTED. 

Upon redirect ¢ xamination, Somaes said 
that no bargain was made, when the letters 
were first bronght to the Times. Their gen- 
ninness was te be tested before any payment 
was Soames said Pigott told him of 
the he had with the solicitors and 
with Labouchere. The latter sent Pigott sev- 
-enty ten-pound notes, one of the notes had 
been forwarded. Witness produced a copy of 
the letter which accompanied it.

A SENSATION IN COURT. 

This statement caused a sensation in the 
courtroom. Soames said that Pigott did not 
tell him of the correspondence he had with 
Archbishop Walsh, of Dublin, regarding the 
jetters. Hie had never heard of this corre- 
spondence until he heard it mentioned in court 
last evening. 

Besides Ingles, Soames said, the Times en- 
gaged Birch and -Ellis as, experts. He had 
never promised Pigott a sixpence, but knew 
thiat Pigott had asked Houston for £5,000 on 
the ground that it would be impossible for 
him to live in Dublin after giving evidence for 
the Times, and that he wanted to make some 
provision for himself. Witness told him he 
could not listen to such a suggestion, 
but that he (Pigott) night rest satisfied that 
the ‘Times would never see him ruined through 
his honesty in testifying to all he knew. Soames 
said that a man calling himself Wilson wrote 
to him offering to give him information. He 
recognized the writing as that of a man named

tion was simply a ‘‘plant.’’ After that he had 
©’ Brien watched. At Labouchere’s instance, 
O'Brien was sent to Dublin to see Pigott. In 
Dublin, O'Brien assumed the name of Sin- 
clair. 
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FOLLOWING O'BRIEN. 

The men following O’Brien traced him to 
Labouchere’s and Pigott’s houses, and then 
traced Pigott, Solicitor4.ewis and Parnell to 
Labouchere’s residence. Witness knew 
©’ Brien as aman who was known in America 
as Rovertson. It was ‘‘Robertson’’ who de 
luded Detective Moser with letters, which had 
since been admitted to be forgeries, Kirby 
Was paid 280 pounds to go to America and pro- 
eure from Sheridan the original Parnell letter, 
a ine simile of which was published in 
the Times. Hurlburt saw this letter 

Soames was re-examined by Attorney-Gene- 
‘ral Webster and he said there was no bargain 
whatever with the Times to purchase the let- 
ters, and ifthe Parnell letters were forgories 
then the writing of others signed with the 
names of Egan, Campbell, Davitt and O'Kel- 
ly, of Tyrone, must have been forged. The 
bodies of six disputed Parne)) letters were 
in the hand writing of !Campbell. 

{PARNELL DENOUNCES THE FORGERY. 

Mr. Willacott, an employe of the Central 
News, deposed that in an interview with Par- 
nellon the appearance of his facsimile letter, 
in 1887, Parnell cabled the latter as an impu- 
dent forgery. 

Mr. MeDonald,manager of the Times,deposed 
that in October, 1856, lhe got tive Parnell and 
six Evan letters, He stipulated that their au- 
thenticity must be tested before the payment 
of the price which Houston said he gave for 
them. When the other letters—those of 
O'Kelly and Davitt—were tested, he paid 
Houston 1,780 pounds, the exacted sum repre- 
sented as expended in gaining possession of 
the letters, Houston declining personal remu- 
peration. 

Upon cross-examination witness said 
hever asked how Houston got the letters. 

ACCOUNTING FOR THE DIFFERENCE. 

Hie hed been asked about the difference in 
writing in the body of the letters and in the 
signature, and Houston replied that it was the 
praetice of leaders of the movement that one 
wrote the letter, another signed it and a third 
person addressed the envelope. 

Witness afterwards ascertained from other 
sources that this was an actual practice, and 
that some of the letters were purposely left 
undated. Egan wrote whole letters himseif. 
‘The bodies of the Parnell letters were all more 
or less written in a disguised hand, except in 
one letter, dated Kilmainham, The writing in 
the body of the fac simile letter is disguised, 
but the signature of JParnel) is not. 
Witness never heard that the letters 
were offered toother papers, but had heard 
that doctments had been offered to Lord Har- 
rington before they were offered to the Times. 
Houston produced no voucher forthe sums

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THE WHITE PLAINS ROAD. 


A Plucky Georgia Town Which Wins Its 
Point. 

Union Point. Ga., February 16.—{Special.] 
It is not often that Tur Consrrrution “vets 
left”’ on railroad building or anything else, but 
there is one railroad now in process of construc- 
tion which has been overlooked for a long time. 
While it is not a trunk line, it is a very im- 
portant line tothe community whose money 
has been liberally subscribed to build it. I 
allude tothe Union Point and White Plains 
railroad. Like many other important enter- 
prises this road has had its vicissitudes. Cap- 
tain Harry Hill, who declined the con- 
Sulship to Samoa because the ladies of 
that country dress too scantily, made a very 
promising start towards building it, but was 
met by troubles which finally caused him to 
abandon the project. Captain Hill was the 
first president and labored long and earnestly 
to push the road to completion. He graded 
nearly half the line—about six miles—and 
when he gave it up it seemed that there was no 
further hope. 

The White Plains people, however, are not 
of the sort to be turned aside by ordinary 
obstacles, and having determined to have 
communication with the restof the world, 
they neither slept nor rested until the’ ways 
and means were provided for realizing this 
dearest wish of their hearts. Only a few 
weeks ago the old company was reorganized, 
with Captain John Hart, of Union Point, as 
president, and a board of directors mainly 
from White Plains. By direction of the new 
board, correspondence was opened with the 
Georgia railroad authorities, and terms were 
soon agreed upon, stipulating that if White 
Plains would subscribe $10,000 and the 
right-of-way to Union Point the Georgia 
would complete the line and equip it thor- 
oughly. The Plains people beat the record, 
not only in subscribing the money, but in ac- 


tually paying in every dollar of it before a pick 


was stuck into the ground. 

The fruition of their hopes will soon be re- 
alized, as there is now a large force of hands 
at work near Union Point under contract with 
the Georgia railroad, and in less than ninety 
days the train hand on the old reliable wil; 
call out *‘Union Point—change cars for White 
Plains and <Athens.’’ The road will run 
through a magnificent country, and be a splen- 
did feeder to the Georgia. Its length will be 
about thireeen miles, and the termini will be 
Union Pointand White Plains. The Plains 
has been known from time immemorial as the 
home of a cultured and progressive people and 
THE CONSTITUTION may watch this place as 
one of the coming towns. There is a lesson in 
the manner in which this work 
is to be done. Mr. Randolph 
Tappan, who has been one of the moving 
Spirits in the enterprise, made several trips to 
Augusta, Athens and Atlanta to ask for assist- 
ance from cach one of these places, but soon 
learned that, if done at all, it must be done by 
home people. And the home people were 
equal to the occasion.’ The lesson is that 
when a town wants a boom it must be siarted 
athome. The world is so Jarge that no place 
can command attention until it shows that 
lt deserves it. Mr. Randolph Tappan 
Messrs. William and George Tappan, Cap- 
tain A. H. Smith, Captain Hart and a few 
sthers have deserved will of a large section of 
country for their untiring efforts in behalf of 
this important road. 

ANOTHER NEW RAILROAD. 

The indefatigable Colonel E. C. Machen 
now has an agent at Jackson, in Butts county, 
securing the right of way for a road from Mon- 
ticello to Grittin, and it is understood 
that work with’: soon be commenced. 
This road is = intended to connect 
the Macon and Covington with the Chat- 
tanooga, Rome and Carrollton, connecting at 
Chattanooga with the Cincinnati Southern, 
thus giving to Colonel Machen’s road the 
importance of a trunk line from the west. A 
well detined plan is now on foot tocombine all 
the independent railroads in the state into one 
system, for the purpose of competing for 
business with the Richmond and Danville and 
leased lines. The Monticello 
Griffin line is in furtherance of 
this idea, and the plen promises well for 
the people. Colonel Machen is aman of broad 
views, and fully comprelends the need of the 
state for competitive roads. 

THE NFW TELEGRAPH LINE. 

The Postal Telegraph and Cable company, 
owned by James Gordon Bennett and Million- 
aire Mackay, are now building their line be- 
tween Augusta and Atlanta, The southern 
line will extend from Washington City to Au- 
gusta, Atlanta, Birmingham, New Orleans and 
Galveston, with a loop from Birmingham to 
Montgomery and Mobile. It looks 
bold for two men to undertake com- 
petition with such a giant as the Western 
Union, but when it is remembered that. Ben- 
nettand Mackey have_already built an Atlant c 
cable and are worth many millions of dollars, 
it is not to much to hope that their new tele- 
graph line will be a success. 

A peculiarity of their plan of construction 
is that they are indifferent as to following the 
line of the Georgia railroad, frequently leaving 
it and following country roads, at 4 distance of 
several miles. In reply toa question as *4 
how they could keep up the line along country 
roads, the superintendent of construction in- 
forms me that they will have statiens about 
twenty miles apart, and menon horseback 
from each station will look after any damage 
tothe line. It isearnestly hoped that their 
contest with a great monopoly will be success- 
ful.

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Shackleford Runs Down the Incendiary Who 
Ksurned the Flint River Factory—Other 
Items of the City. 

Macon, Ga., February 15.—[Special.]—De- 
tective George Shackelford, of Macon, is 
always making some important arrest.

tion for this injustice, as he charged, he swore 
he would burn down the factory, so the detec- 
tive was informed. When Shackelford reached 
Swifton, Chambley went to Griffin, where he 
was arrested yesterday afternoon by Shackel- 
ford and brought to Macon. Shackelford car- 
ried Chambley to Upson this morning, where 
he will be tried.

It isa very dull reader, indeed, 
the moral conveyed in the news 
from Goldsboro, North Carolina. This 
news isto the effect that fifteen hundred 
negroes, Who have contracted to emigrate 
from that state to the. southwest, are wait- 
ing for the agent to carry them to their new 
homes,

is not forthcoming 
as may be gathered fromthe facts which we 
have printed in our news columns in regard 
to the matter. It is not stated that the ne- 
groes of North Carolina are dissatisfied to 
any great extent. They desire to emigrate 
because have had their feelings 
Wrought up by the eloquence for which 
railroad ayents are famous... Such is the 
keen and searching qualities of this railroad 
eloquence that a great many of the negroes 
are anxious to break the contracts which 
they have already made with farmers of the 
neighborhood. 

The most significant feature of the whole 
affair, however, the fact that the white 
people most interested are not willing to let 
the negroes go. ‘The situation offers a curi- 
ous comment on the criticisms of the repub- 
lican organs in regard to the feeling in the 
south toward the negro. 

The country is told that the south is so 
anxious to get rid of the negrothat it shoots 
him down without cause, and tries to run 
him out of the country, and yet in North 
Carolina the white people are so anxious to 
keep the negro with them that they have 
called out the militia to assist them. 

Is it to be supposed that people who are 
sO anxious to hold on to the negro asa cit- 
izen, a neighbor and a laborer are likely to 
jump on him and murder him? © It is not a 
reasonable supposition. The people of 
North Carolina know the negro and they 
like him. They know his value to the state 
as a@ laborer, and they want to keep him 
with them.

An U amoceasary Policy. 

An esteemed correspondent asks us sev- 
eral questions concerning the coming presi- 
dent's southern policy, and wants a forecast 
of that portion of his inaugural which is ex 
pected to deal with southern affairs. 

We can give no definite and satisfactory 
replies to the questions formulated by our 
correspondent. Under the constitution and 
laws there is no political department known 
as the south. There is no conquered pro- 
vince, territory or military department of 
that name, and a president has noright to 
have a southern policy. He is expected to 
have a nationa) policy, but that isall. He 
takes an oath to faithfully execute the office 
of president of the United States, and to 
preserve, protect and defend the constitu- 
tion of the United States. He cannot 
single out a bunch of. states, and designate 
the group as the south, or the north, and 
proceed to recommend an exceptional course 
of deaiing with one section. 

It would be in bad taste, and exceedingly 
provincial, for a president in his inaugural, 
or in a message, to refer tothe south. 
President Cleveland never did it, and his 
official deliverances gdined in dignity and 
strength by this judicious omission. 

Why, then, should the coming president 
be expected to have a southern policy, or to 
make a public expression of his views re- 
garding southern affairs? He knows such 
political divisions within the borders of the 
republic as states, territories, and the 
District of Columbia, but he cannot with- 
out an unbecoming sacrifice to partisanship 
and sectionalism suggest any special line of 
conduct in connection with the south. 

It is probable that General Harrison is 
bread enough and national enough to see 
this matter in its proper light. If he does 
not, it will unfortunate for him and for 
the country at large. So far as the south is 
concerned, it is safe to say that having sur- 
vived the civil war, reconstruction and a 
quarter of a century of republican adminis- 
tration, she is not likely now to be seriously 
injured during General Harrison’s brief 
term of offic e.

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THE 
SPELLMAN SEMINARY CLASSES. 


SKILL SHOWED BY THE STUDENTS. 
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A public examination ai the nurses at Spel- 
man seminary was held in the chapel of that 
building yesterday afternoon. Owing to the 
bad weather very few were present, but it was 
well worth alarge audience, and all who were 
brave enough to face the elements went away 
feeling better and brighter for the pleasure 
alid instruction they had received. 

One side of tife auditorium and the two gal- 
leries were occupied by the scholars, and on 
the stage were cots— one containing a child—an 
anatomical chart, medicines and bandages, 
these being necessary to practically illustrate 
the nurses’ training. 

Among the visitors present were Mr. Sidney 

toot, Dr. Maury, of Clarke university; Dr. 
Crawford, Mr. Richards, Rev. Mr. Albert and 
others. 

The exercises opened with an old fashioned 
revival hymn, sung by the girls without organ 
accompaniment. The voices mingled in per- 
fect harmony. They were clear, ringing, rich 
and tender, as are all negro voices, and closing 
ones’ eyes to the crowd of intelligent, educated 
faces and well dressed trim figures, the picture 
of old days returned; with the quaint old 
hymn, again these black people seemed 
clothed in homespun gowns and covered, as to 
craniums, with red bandanas, as they picked 
the fleecy cotton, or hoed the corn. 

It wasa pretty suggestion, that old bymn 
fromthe throats of the negroes of the new 
south; it came tothe ears like the patter of 
rain on a sunny day. 

After this a conservative hymn was sung to 
the organ accompaniment, but it was not half 
so sweet or effective as the other. 

When the last notes died away the organist 
played a march, and the thirty-five girls com- 
posing the nurses’ class marched in one by one 
down the center aisle and around up the left 
hand aisle, where they filed into seats at. the 
side andin front of the rostrum. They wore 
neat, untrimmed, dark gowns, white cuffs and 
collars and aprons, and little white muslin 
caps. with bands of black velvet defining the 
ruffies. It was a comely set of girls, and their 
bright, gentle faces would bring a sense of 
ease and comfort to the most querulous in- 
valid, 

Negro women, as aclass, are born 
and no occupation suits them better. 

They were in they days of slavery often vre- 
ferred by their rich masters and mistresses to 
the latter’s nearest relatives, and the children 
—why, who could bind a toe or put on a poul- 
tice, save their mammies? ‘They have such 
soft, easy ways, these black women, such 
smooth, fine hands, such light, soft treads and 
their hearts are full of sympathy for and anxi- 
ety torelieve suffering. 

By nature. they are quiet, quick and unof- 
fidious ina sick room, and when to these in- 
stincts are added fine and intelligent training 
a negro. nurse means the best of all servers to 
the sick. 

The hands of all those women before us 
were noticeably fine. They were large, slen- 
der, With tapering fingers and delicate nails, 
hands both strong and gentle, hands given up 
to the noblest and highest work that can be 
done by women—a work that exalts and. puri- 
fies, that through its practical teaching imbues 
the nature with a higher and more useful seH- 
immolation than that practiced by the saints 


of oid. 

A better trained and more intelligent class 
of nurses was never examined than those 
thirty-five colored girls. 

Miss Crawford, the professor of this class, 
commenced her examination in anatomy by 
questions about the,skeleton on the chart, re- 
ceiving quick and correct answers about the 
setting of broken bones, etc., then the muscles 
were turned to and illustrated in the same way, 
then on to digestion, respiration and everything 
pertaining to the human organism. 

Then they were questioned as to what should 
be expected of anurse, and a scholar gavea 
perfect answer injthese few words: | 
‘She wmwust have perfect health, 
must be quiet, neat, patient, 
tematic; must have med common sense ard 
be gentle but firm.’’ And her daty towards 
patients was*to make them as happy, content- 
ed and comfortable as possible, to carry out 
the doctor's orders, howeve! rand on no account 
to allow them to waver in confidence towards 
their physician. All people who have been 
sick will appreciate this exposition of ioW a 
nurse should act in a sick room. 

“She must,’’ said a scholar, ‘‘take 
wrap and bonnet before entering 
and gun not allow any one to come 
sick bed in wraps and bonnets. 
never Whisper to any one in the room, nor sit 
on the side of asick bed, nor rock in a chair, 
nor tip toes, nor clink or click anything, and 
she must never kiss a patient.”’ 

After these answers questions were asked 
about ventilation. treatment of surgical cases, 
fevers, smallpox and many other diseases, and 
all the questions were answered with ready 
correctness, Then they answered correctly 
questions as to how they would act in cases of 
emergency, such as restoring a nearly drowned 
person, sti wunching wounds, relieving the bites 
of insects or the pain of burns, and the restora- 
tion of a person poisoned by. morphine. They 
told all about how patieuts should be treated, 
the stimulants needed in diiferent cases, the 
hours when stimulants were most necess: iry— 
e verything, in fact, that pertains to the sick 
room and the sutferers therein. 

They practically illustrated bandaging the 
skull and leg by performing the operation 
upon two children for subjects, and they did 
this fine work with deft and beautiful skill. 
The changing of sheets and the mevingof a 
patient from one couch to another Was il- 
jnstrated by the child in the bed on the stage, 
as was also the dropping of medicine and the 
doses of some simple drugs in different cases. 

The pe hee ians present asked many ques- 
tions,all of which were answere d with unfailing 
correctness, satisfactory replies being give Das 
to the taking of temperature, t he use of elec- 
tricity, what to do in cases of fainting apo- 
plexy and epilepsy, etc. 

Dr, Crawford said that he had learned a 

great many new things about the treatment of 
patients which would be of practical benetit to 
him hereafter, and all the physicians present 
arose separately and complimented the class 
upon their tine training and its intelligent re- 
ception.

The fremen when interviewed yesterday, 
with reference to the settlement of their differ 
ences’ with the company, stated that they were 
perfectly satisfied. 

A locomotive engineer of the company 
speaking rof the adjustment of the claims of 
the firemen, said: ‘‘Why, they should be well 
satisiied. I think they are being well paid, in 
view of the fact that a fireman is never held 
responsible for anything by the railroad com- 
pany that he is working for. If anything goes 
wrong the officials hop on the engineer, and 
not on his‘tireman. 

“] have often noticed in the papers com- 
plimentary articles with reference to conduc- 
tors, crediting them with having carried their 
trains through to their destination on quick 
time. Now, did you ever stop and consider 
that the conductor has very little to do with 
the quick time that is made? The engineer is 
the man that furnishes the speed and not the 
conductor. The former is puttingall of his wits 
to work tosee how he can utilize his steam 
to the best advantage, so as to make time, 
while the conductor is seated in a coach, fur- 
nishing no more ingenuity in running the tfain 
rapidly, than one of his passengers. However, 
{ am not complaining in the least of this. All 
that I want is good pay. They are welcome to 
the notices.’
